Drive  For  Stadium  Funds 
Organized;  Architect  Plans 


Plans  are  well  under  way  for  the 
tadium  drive  which  is  expected  to 
gather  sufficient  money  to  enable  the 
administration  of  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity to  provide  a football  field  sec- 
ond to  none  in  the  world,  and  a track 
that  will  be  superior  to  most  tracks 
in  the  world,  as  well  as  5,000  cement 
seats  for  spectators. 

The  choice  stadium  site  has  been 
used  to  the  best  advantage  by  the 
engineers  and  the  architects  to  pro- 
vide students  of  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity one  of  the  finest  athletic  set- 
tings in  the  entire  country.  A glance 
at  the  accompanying  architect’s  draw- 
ing of  the  stadium  will  assure  all 
readers  of  “The  Y News”  that  the  ‘Y’ 
grads  as  well  as  the  ‘Y’  student  body 
may  feel  proud  of  the  structure 
which  is  eventually  to  adorn  the 
campus. 

At  present  only  the  field,  seats  and 
track  will  be  provided  unless  the  drive 
should  bring  in  funds  really  beyond 
the  expectations  of  those  in  charge 
of  it.  The  cement  super-structure  in- 
cluding the  completion  of  the  bowl 
on  the  north  and  the  columns  on  thq 
south  will  not  be  attempted  at  the 
present  time.  That,  however,  will  nol; 
in  any  way  hamper  the  utility  of  the 
stadium.  Seats  will  be  provided  for 
5,000  spectators  and  will  be  added  to 
as  demand  warrants  and  as  funds  are 
found  to  be  available. 

President  F.  S.  Harris  and  others 
who  have  studied  the  situation,  arq 
of  the  opinion  that  the  remainder  of 


the  'structure  will  come  without  diffi- 
culty as  Provo  and  interest  in  foot- 
ball grow. 

Some  sort  of  club  house  or  train- 
ing quarters  will  be  provided  regard- 
less of  how  the  drive  comes  out,  but  if 
money  should  be  found  to  be  avail- 
able, the  cement  structure  on  the  west 
side  of  the  field  will  be  built  thi§ 
year.  That  structure  is  designed  to 
accommodate  the  athletes  and  to  pro- 
vide them  with  an  indoor  track  for 
winter  work  in  track  and  field  events. 

From  all  appearances  the  athletic 
situation  at  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity will  be  better  next  year  than  it 
has  ever  been  in  the  history  of  the 
institution,  and  as  time  goes  by  other* 
additions  will  be  made  wjhich  will 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  athletes 
and  all  those  interested  in  physical 
education. 

The  plan  of  the  drive  is  very  mucji 
as  follows:  Gifts  of  any  amount  will, 

be  solicited;  these  will  be  augment- 
ed by  the  sale  of  seats,  a reserved  seat 
for  six  years  for  the  sum  of  $50.00; 
a season  ticket  for  the  sum  of  $10.00; 
and  a ticket  to  the  dedication  game 
for  $5.00. 

In  this  way  the  officials  of  the 
school  are  of  the  opinion  that  they 
will  be  able  to  gather  sufficient  mon- 
ey with  which  to  take  care  of  the 
present  demands,  provided  everybody 
boosts  the  stadium  and  catches  a 
vision  of  the  greater  B.  Y.  U.  and  the 
greater  Provo  which  are  sure  tq 
come.
